At 2 o'clock this morn- 
ing the two oil tanks were 
fiercely blazing. A large 
force of men are at work 
and every effort is being 
made to pfit out the fire 
but thus far without suc- 
cess. 

For the fire to die out 
by itself will take close to 


Ships pour: on

the cities of the bay region 
were drawn to the scene of 
the fire last night, and the 
traffic jam became so 
great that it took hours 
for some of the motorists 
to pass the point. 


Over half a million dollars pro- 
perty loss was sustained here through 
fires started by lightning yesterday, 
the largest blazes being two bum- 
ing tanks of 115,000 barrels of 
crude naptha at the Standard Oil 
tank farm near San Pablo. Work in 
industries was stopped for several 
hours during ithe morning while 
power was shut off. 

Lightning was carried over main 
‘cables into the substation of the 
Pacific Gas and Electric company 
at Tenth street and Rocsevelt ave- 
hue and short-circuited transformers 
and burned them out, together with 
other equipment. Damage was estim- 
ated at $2, 000. 

While attempting to extinguish 
fire in a transformer near the Cali- 
fornia Cap Works, George Cook, en- 
sineer at ithe cap works sustained 
severe burns on his hands and was 
taken to the Abbott Emergency hos 
pital where he was treated and later 
taken thhome. Damage was nominal. 

Thousands of people visited the 
scene and witnessed the great spect- 
acle, one of the worst of its kind 
ever ito occur ‘here. Movie and 
“still” caltera-men from news agenc- 
jes and papers were ‘present in 
numbers “covering” the event. 

The two tanks at the Standara 
Oit farm were ignited just two 
minutes apart, at 9:23 and 9925 a. mm. 
The covers were blown off them 
and they blazed immediately. 

Two pumping engines were sent 
to ithe semne from Oakland, Fire 
Chief Roy Lemoin not desiring to 
send the one from Richmond and de- 
prive the city of pumping protection.

APRAIY PEACE SERVICE “* 

IN the United States, more than 
in any other country, the military for- 
ces are made af practical use in times 
of peace.as well as an efficient agency 
‘fer protection in time of war. This is 
not a newly adopted policy; it has been 
our policy from the beginning. 

‘At ray not be commonly knowft 
but it-is-a-fact as recently pointed out 
by. Secretary of War Weeks, that the 
United States:army had charge of the 
construction of the Chesapeake and 
Qhio canal, the Erie canal, and, in 
more recent, times, the Panama canal. 


The: first two were entirely peace en- 
terprises. Although the Panama Canal 
was. constructed in part as‘a military 
undertaking. in order to facilitate the 
passage of battleships from coast to 
coast, yet a greater purpose was fhe 
shortening of the route for merchant 
vessels. os 


‘Our war department took the lead 
in construction and operation of tele- 
graph lines as it’has taken the lead in 
construction and.operation of systems 
of radio communication. Although the 
activities were essential to the military 
service they have been rendered of val- 
ue to the commercial and social needs 
of the country. The war department | 
has had charge of the improvement of 
rivers and harbors, ostensibly as a mili- 
tary undertaking, but in reality for the 
promotion of methods of transporta- 
tion. In many other particulars the 
war department has served the country 
in time of peace. It has a standing. sys- 
tem of regulations under which in 
case of any great calamity, such as an 
earthquake, flood or disastrous fire, 
all of the personnel and material tn 
the affected district shall be,immediate- 
ly devoted to the relief of suffering. 
On numerous occasions, the value of 
this service has been illustrated in the 
relief afforded when it could not have 
been otherwise secured. 


_. Through its health service the war 

department cleared Havana of yellow 
fever, which had ravaged it for 150 
years, and redeemed the people of 
Porto Rico of the hookworm plague. 
The Panama Canal zone was trans- 
formed from a zone of disease into a 
health resort. Following the great war 
in which our: chemical warfare service 
had its chief development, the war de- 
partment turned its attention to the 
protection of miners, and has produced 
the only substance suitable for their 
protection against the deadly carbon 
monoxide gas.

fort or that which the men voluntarily 
took upon themselves for their own 
advancement, that inharmony, dis- 
guest and imefficiency among the 
men have resulted in consequence of 
the chief's inefficiency are all set 
forth in the charges as presented. 


A charge which caused a buzz of 
indignation was that Lemoin had 
worked for wages upon the docks, 
until the stevedores union had. rais- 
ed objections causing him to desist, 
and that such employment was 
while he was drawing his salary as 
chief of the fire department. 


Th2 opening address by the pro- 
secution, in which Lee G. Windrem 
stated the citizen’s committee would 
attempt to prove ithe general charges 
of inefficiency and incompetence and 
all the specific charges as made and 
many others brought forth a reply 
from attorney T. H. Delap, appearing 
for the man under fire that he would 
prefer to have less vaguery and 
more accuracy in the presentation of 
charges. Mayor W. W. Scott ruled 
that the examination of witnesses 
should proceed. 


Attorney Will S. Robenson called 
attention to the fact that Chief Le- 
moin had been given copies of each 
charge, the only thing withheld from 
him being the names of those mak- 
ing them. He stated that current 
comment has it that this is a fight 
or a cont:st growing out of the at- 
tempt of the chief to cause the dis- 
missal of assistant chief Yater and 
that itt im realty thas nothing to 
do with such a conitest but is the 
result of the observation of a tax- 
payer and citizen who was present 
when a fire on 10th street was im- 
properly handled and the death of a 
man resulted. 

He asserted that the department 
has been crippled because no drills 
have (been held, because there has 
been no system of fine inspection as 
is current in practice in other cities, 
that even hydrants have not been

inspected with the result that itwo! 


men could not open a hydrant in a 
fire last winter and that they ‘held 
the chief up while he jumped on a 
wrench to turn the nuts with his 
wight, that children are endangered 
in the public schools because there 
is not proper inspection and fire 
exits ar not properly supplied. As 
an out-standing example of this he 
pointed ouf the new Roosevelt Jr. 
school, which he insists has no exits. 

He alleges the firemen could not 
tell the location of fire exits in the 
schools, that the same thing is true 
of the prinicipal fire risks of the 
city, that in the Pullman station the 
ladder equipment consists of a single 
twelve foot piece, that 1300 feet of 
hose is supplicd for use.at a hydrant 
with buildings 2400 feet distant, that 
Assistant chief Yater and other men 
have been compelled to go to Berk- 
eley for training instead of getting 
it at home, that with the exception 


of two ladder drills given by B. H.| 


Smith, the department has been with- 
out instruction, that chief Lemotn 
has control of the Gamewell alarm 
system used in. this city and will 
not allow anyone else to learn about 
i.

jthe «ohief, who has endeavored to 
‘have such a book prepared, but 
twhose efforts have come to naught 
as the expense has been too great 
for the city to bear. 

In the cross examination, attorney 
DeLap scored a point when he forc- 
ed Mr. Smith to answer a question 
as to whether the lack of drills has 
not been rather because of scarcity 
of men than for any other cause. 
This question was objected to as 
irrelevant, because it is a matter of 
opinion and the attorney reminded 
the mayor that the had offered a 
similar objection at the beginning of 
the trial only to be over-ruled.

Captain E. L. Bailey was the last 
witness of the evening.

‘The 
principal point brought out in his 
testimony was to the effect that chief 
Lemoin came into his station at 
\ three in the morning intoxicated, 
that he had a bottle of wine which 
he smashed on the floor and that 
{he went to bed with his clothes on. 
1A telephone call from his son was 
| unanswered because the chief could 
{not get to the instrument because he 
} was so drunk, according to Bailey’s 
testimony. 

In cross examination it was brought 
out that the chief was not in uniform 
at the time and that though the wit- 
ness had known Lemoin for many 
years he had never seen him intox!- 
cated at any other time. 

The fact that the chief thad not 
'made regular visits at Bailey’s stat- 
ion, until the investigation had start- 
ed was brought out in the dir2ct ex- 
j amination and combatted in the 
cross examination by the forced ad- 
mission that as he passed the station 
two or three times each day such 
visits were unnecessary. ; 

At the conclusion of Mr. Bailey's 
examination adjournment was tak- 
en until this evening at 7:30.
